Applicants proposed After Final amendments to claims 1 and 31 introduce substantive changes that raise issues that require further 
search and/or consideration, and therefore will not be entered. Claims 1 and 31 were amended to include "an open first end and an open 
second end, said open second end being scalable" and "sealing said open second end and first dispensing tip containing said fluid to 
produce a sealed dispensing tip having an open first end...". The addition of these new limitations into the currently amended claims 
would require further consideration and/or search.

Because the applicant's after final amendments were not entered, the rejections under 35 U.S.C. §§112 and 103 are maintained. 
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
